particularly since CIA had been somewhat "clobbered” at the NSC 
Meeting yesterday over the lack of such coordination, Mr. Wisner 
noted h e felt the coordination problem went much further than 

and should be broadened to ‘include all of Admiral Stump's 
command. To accomplish this, he suggested that a committee be 
appointed to study and make recommendations to the Director as 
to how this should be carried out and what Agency should have 
the responsibility. Mr. Wisner also remarked that he agreed 
with the Director on the urgency of this matter, since if a hot 
war started the U, S, would have another Pearl Harbor to explain 
and in all likelihood CIA would bear the brunt of failing to 
provide early warning. After some discussion the Director noted 
his intention of replying to the above-mentioned memorandum from 
Admiral Carney today, and stated he would offer to send one of 
our senior officers to CINCPAC for the purpose of organizing an 
Intelligence Center at such location as might be designated by 
Admiral Stump. In the meantime, the Director said DD/P and DD/I 
should consider who this officer might be.
